Editor Constitution: The bucket shop 
and bucket shop gambling, has became 
such a tremendous and growing evil that 
ft is wumniversally recognized that the 
time has come when society must pro- 
tect itself against it by law. Perhaps 
the most insidious. and dangerous feat- 
ure ebout this form of gambling is that 
it counterfeits the appearance of legiti- 
mate business. These bucket shop 
gainblers and sharks disguise themselves 
under the name of exchanges, cotton 
bureaus, commission houses, wire houses, 
bankers and brokers, etc., and conduct 
their gambling establishments with the 
most amazing openness and boldness. 
They are found side by side with the 
oldest and most reputable business houses 
in any community, carrying on their ne. 
farious traffic with the most brazen 
impudence, 

The disguise of respectability 
which they ‘ply their trade has 
successful in entrapping many 
and credulovug victims. It has done more: 
It thus far afforded them a shelter 
because of the confusion it has 
in the minds of the ill-informed public 
te their true nature.

They would stand out 
in their nakedness as gambling esta» 
lithments pure and simple nstead of 
flaunting their offices openly in our ho2- 
tels and on our pwobiic streets, they woul 1 
tbe compelled, like other gamblers. to 
carry on their nefarious traffic in secre 
and hidden places. If any man went to 
them he would 4o 60 as men go to known 
gambling. establishments, for the pur- 
pose of gambling. and knowing ‘hat ne 
wae doing -0o. 

There are in Georgia only two legit'- 
minte cotton exchanges—the Savannah 
Cotton Exchange and the Augusta Cotton 
Exchange. All. exchanges are alike in 
their genesis, and In their nature and 
eHaracteristics;: so that when the reture 
understood, it appiles to all 
legitimate exchanges such as 
mentioned, and the New York 
k exchange, the New York cotton 
exchange, the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change. the Chicago board of trade, and 
others. 

In order. tfat the nature of these ex- 
changes may no longer be misunder- 
stood, jet me illustrate by the Savannan 
cotton exchange. Savannah is today th- 
third cotton nort of the world, and han- 
annuallv between one and one-half 
and two million bales of cotton. As 
the cotton trade erew in size and im- 
portance, and the number of persons en- 
gaged in it or dependent on it in that 
city became larger it was found neces- 
to have some common place where 
could meet together during 
business hours, and carry on their bust- 
ness without the loss of time incident 
te having to hunt each other up. This 
ysusinesx need wae the kernel from which 
the exchange gtTew. A society was 
formed composed of all persons con- 
rected directivy or indirectly with the cot- 
ton trade: factors, brokers, warehouse- 
men. draymen, compress men, exporters. 
ship agents, sellers, buyers, insurers and 
others. Its qaawpital stock was incor- 
porated as the Savannah cotton ex- 
change. Its capitel stock was designed 
oniv to furnish the money necessary to 
erect an exchange buliding, where its 
members could meet. All legitimate ex- 
changes are of this character. They 
rave no money or other capital engaged 
‘n business for the reason that no legiti- 
tnate exchange does any business itself. 
The primary objects of a legitimate 
exchange, aside from furnishing a mest- 
ing place for its members, are to gather 
for use of its members all informa- 
tion of every bearing upon the tmde cor 
business that the members of the ex- 
change are engyged in, and to lay down 
rules and regulations governing that 
trade, with a view to establishing uni- 
formity in business and to ensure honest 
Gealing and the prevention of frauds. 
To accomplish {his it is necessary tha’ 
the exchange should have control over 
all persons doing any business upon its 
floor. Therefore, in legitimate exchanges 
no pereon is allowed to do any business 
on the floor of the exchange tnless he is 
a member of the exchange. So strictly

who the bucket shops are, anqg proscribe 
them. It is apparent, therefore,. that it 
would be impossible for bucket shops to 
organize an exchange in any city of a 
character which could be considered legit- 
imate, and the illegitimacy of which would 
not be immediately apparent 
person connected with that 
trade or business. A bucket shop is 
a place where the socalled banker or 
broker is merely a disguised gambler 
who makes a wager with his customer. 
The orders received are not actually ex- 
ecuted anywhere and are never intended 
to be, but are simply bucketed. Thai 
is why these gambling establiehments 
are termed bucket shops by the com- 
mercial wofld. The bucket shop could 
not actually execute orders for their 
customers on the floor of any legitimate 
exchange, because the rules of all legiti- 
mate exchanges absolutely prohibit any 
of their members from doing so under 
penalty of expulsion. The bucket shop- 
keeper would not attempt to have his or- 
ders executed on a legitimate exchange 
not only for this reason but because it is 
not to his interest to do so. The game 
he ig playing is a gambling game and 
the stake he’is after is the entire amount 
deposited by his customer. It ig to his 
interest that his customer should lose 
money, so as not to be in a position to 
inquire if his order has bean executed 
anywhere. 

It has actually’ been 
some, and with apparent seriousness, 
that a law defining and _ prohibiting 
bucket shops would have the appearance 
of creating a monopoly in the hands of 
legittmate business men. This argument 
is astounding. It had its birth in a cir- 
cular signed ‘Fair Play,” which has 
been sent to the members of the legis- 
lature. That circular is an extract from 
a letter which appeared in one of the 
Atlanta papers a short time ago, signed 
by J. F. Britton. Now, J. F. Britton 
is the manager of what is perhaps the 
largest bucket shop in New Orleans. It 
is merely an illustration of how these 
gamblers seek to hoodwink and deceive 
the public by their impudent insistence 
wpon a claim to respectability and to be- 
ing a business house. If it be admitted,

HOW TO HANDLE MANURE. 

B. Boswell. Wilson, N. C.—I desire 
vour advice as to sowing stable manure. 
There is a large railroad camp near my 
home and |] agreed to furnish bedding 
for manure / have to remove the 
manure every week. | cannot use it up- 
on present crop. How can I preserve it 
until another year to the best advantage? 

Answer—The first thing to bear in mind 
is to handle the manure as little as may 
be, because labor is expensive. if. you 
any unoccupied ground, such ae a 
small grain pasture, or can prepare such 
a place, J advise that you haul the ma- 
nure to such place, spread as best you 
ean direct from the wagon and plow it 
under as 800n aS may be convenient. If 
no such place, then hav] it and place it 
in broad flat heaps, a week's gathering 
in a pile, or two or more piles, near to 
where you wish to apply it The thot 
sun will injure it some, but rain will not 
injure it at all unless the water leaches 

and runs away from the heap 
broad heaps wili 'nsure against 
that source of loss. 

The next source of loss is over-heating 
in the. piles, or ‘‘fire-fanging."’ This may

Answer—If it were my own problem J 
would prefer that the sows shal] not be 
bred again, but keep them in rather thin 
orders until September: then spay them 
anil as soon as well feed for fattening 
and butcher them when fat. The operza- 
tion of spaying should be Aone in coo. 
or mild weather and by an expert, whv 
should thoroughly steriize hands, knife 
and thread, so as to prevent inoculating 
the animal with germs that may produce 
blood poison or other germ disease—the 
cause of nearly all fatalities of spaying.

LARYNGITIS OF MULE 

T. A. G., Homer, Ga.—[] have a mule. 
5 years old, that took distemper the first 
of May. He had a very bad case of it 
and was dangerously jl] for three weeks: 
then gradually improved. Now. when he 
drinks water it runs out through his 
nose and stranglies him. He also has a 
slight cough. He has pure spring water 
to drink and @lean feed to eat Please 
send me treatment for him. 

Answer—Your mule has what is called 
laryngitis or inflammation of the lar- 
ynx, or that part of the throat that in 
a man-is called “Adam's apple.’ The 
soreness prevents him from swallowing 
the water, although t@ may be able ito 
swallow solids. It doubtless was caused 
by the attack of distemper. The cough 
is also a symptom of laryngitis. Steam 
the nostrils five, six or seven times 
a day, 16 minutes at a time, as follows: 
Hold his head over a bucket half filled 
with boiling water, with a tablespoonful 
of spirits of turpentine poured on the wa- 
ter. Wrap a blanket or gunny sack 
|around his nose so as to keep in the 
steam. In bad caseg it is advised to con- 
tinue the bathing for hours at a time. 
Put him in a clean, airy stall and give 
soft food, such as bran mashes, scalded 
oats and above all, fresh cut grass or 
green corn or sorghum. Have the man- 
ger at a convenient height—not too high. 
Place a supply of fresh, cool water 
where he can get at it and let him 
drink as much as he will. If bowels are 
constipated give warm soapy water in- 
jections.

1 have pulled all off that 
I could fine several times and greased 
the cows all over with axle grease and 
sulphur and that don't seem to do any 
good Please give me some remedy 
through the F. and F. department, it 
will be a great favor. 

Answer—It is somewhat surprising, aft- 
er so much has been written and pub- 
lished about the importance of extermi- 
nating cattle ticks that there are yet 
many farmers who seem not to have 
“caught on.”’ The method you have 
adopted, if fully and perststently carried 
will certainly do away with the 
ticks. for I have successfully tried it. 
But you should be careful to bring up 
to your “cowpen’’ every animal of the 
eattle kind not than once a week 
and thoroughly every tick that 
can be found on them, especially those 
that are plainly to be seen. Drop the 
large ones in a can of water containing 
alittle kerosene. Grease the infested 
parts with any kind of grease (4 parts 
axle grease and | part kerosene is ex- 
cellent). If the large ticks are permit- 
ted to drop off, either in the cowpen or 
in. the pasture. they will soon ‘lay 1,500 
to 3,000 eggs and these eggs will hatch 
out ticks In a féw days and be ready to 
get onto any passing cow. 

The foregoing method involves more 
labor and attention, but fs the quickest 
method. Of course, it is understood that 
the cattle run in an enclosed pasture, 
not accessible ‘to other cattle. If the 
animals run in the open range, in that 
case the earnest and faithful cooperation 
of the owners of all cattle running In the 
same range will be absolutely necessary. 
There are other methods of accomplish- 
ing the desired end detailed in Bulletin 
No. 64, of which | send you a copy, I 
will state one simple fact that may serve 
as a hint to you and others, viz.: Any 
enclosed field on which you are now cul- 
tivating a crop of corn or cotton, or 
Other crop, and from which all cattle 
shall have. been kept out from early 
spring until fall harvest, will then be 
eritirely free from’ seed-ticks and eggs. 
If you will rid your cattle entirely of 
ticks and turn them into such a field tn 
the fall, continuing to inspect them once 
or twice a week to make sure, you will 
have no more ticks in that fleld unless
